Hatchell, an associate w ith 
the consulting engineer firm 
of 
Pinnell-Anderson-Wils-

has 
wide ranging experience in 
transportation planning and 
traffic safety. 
He is the 
senior traffic engineer with 
the Dallas firm and has 
previously

Engineering and Planning 
for the City of Midland, 
assistant research engineer 
with 
the

s p o r t a t i o n

engineering assistant with 
the Texas Highway Dept, 
and an officer in the U.S.

Are 2 Elections 
Really Needed? 


The Plano city council will meet Monday night and 
formally call for a city bond election encompassing 
some $27 million in funds to be spent over the next five 
years. 
The Daily Star-Courier strongly recom m ends that 
you support and vote FOR the entire bond program . 
However, as it now stands, the council is planning to 
conduct the election on Saturday, M arch I, and we 
think it would be in the best interests of Plano’s 
citizenry for the election to be held in conjunction with 
the regular city election, scheduled for Saturday, April 
5. 
Although the savings of conducting one election (as 
opposed to two) is relatively minor, we feel it 
represents a two-fold inconvenience on Planoites to 
conduct two city elections approximately one month 
apart. 
The most obvious inconvenience to voters is making 
two trips to the polls, which-especially on w arm spring 
Saturdays-can have a serious effect on voter turnout. 
The other inconvenience is more subtle, but is just as 
serious because it involves the potential disen­ 
franchisement of some citizens. 
Under state law, newcomers must be registered in 
Plano 30 days before they become eligible to vote. If, as 
they plan, the city council calls for the bond election to 
be held on March I, non-registered voters cannot 
qualify for that election, which would be held a scant 19 
days later. 
With the major portion of the city’s funds and 
progress for the next five years being at stake, we feel 
ALL citizens should have the opportunity to vote. 
By combining the bond election with the city election 
chi April 5, Plano newcomers would have ample op­ 
portunity to register for voting, and the chances for a 
larger turnout would be considerably enhanced. 
We urge each council member to consider the 
current proposal to hold separate elections, then 
support a combined election when they meet Monday 
night.

A fully accredited scuba diving course will be offered 
by the Plano Parks and Recreation Department 
beginning Feb. 25. Registration is now in progress at 
the Plano Parks and Recreation Department Building, 
located at the entrance of Harrington Park. 401 West 


16th Street. 
Men and women age 14 years and older may signup 
for the course, offered at $40. The price includes cost of 
the lecture period, pool time and rental of necessary 
equipment for the pool sessions and open water 
checkout. Each individual must furnish their own 
mask, fins and snorkel. 
The Plano Parks and Recreation course is certified 
by the National Association of Underwater Instructors 
(NAUD. 
NAUI is probably the most recognized organization 
when it com es to’ quality scuba instruction,’’ Jeff 
Guyton, PARD athletic supervisor said. 
The 32 hour course lasts six weeks. One day is set 
aside for an open water checkout at an area lake 
suitable for diving. The 32 hours is divided between 
class room lectures and pool work 
The lecture class covers basic physiology needed to 
understand how the underwater’s environment effects 
a human body. The lectures also deal with coping with 


em ergencies, how to recognize potentially dangerous 
situations, how to expand diving skills 
through 
photography, exploring, spear fishing, etc.

You Need Not List 
Details on Long Form 
Did you know that you 
don’t have to list the names 
and amounts paid to your 
doctor 
or 
hospital 
in 
claiming medical deductions 
from your 1974 federal in­ 
come tax? You need list only 
the total amount if you use 
the long Form 1040. This and 
other information designed 
to help you prepare your 
income tax are included in a 
series of ll articles prepared 
from official texts by Com­ 
merce Clearing House in 
Chicago, which specializes 
in tax matters. 
Taxpayers preparing their 
1974 federal 1040 income tax 
return form will find that 
Schedule 
B has returned 


after a one-year absence, 
notes Commerce Clearing 
House. 
Schedule B, on which divi­ 
dends and interest income 
was reported for tax years 
up through 1972, is to be used 
again in connection with 1974 
long Form 1040 by an in­ 
dividual whose income from 
either dividends or interest 
exceeds $400. 
Taxpayers, in itemizing 
their charitable and medical 
expenses on Schedule A of 
long Form 1040, do not have 
to list the name and amount 
given to each charity where 
they have receipts, canceled 
checks and money orders to 
verify the deduction.

Likewise, taxpayers do not 
have to list the names and 
amounts paid to each doctor 
or hospital for a medical 
deduction being claimed in 
1974. Rather the expenses 
are listed in total under two 
categories — doctors and 
dentists, and hospitals, CCH 
said. 
Taxpayers must list other 
types of medical and dental 
expenses separately, in­ 
cluding hearing aid, denture, 
eyeglass and transportation 
expenses. 


Form 1040A, the “Short 
Form” income tax return 
which was reintroduced as a 
tax return for wage earners 
in 1972, continues for 1974 
returns. 
The 
Internal 
Revenue Service will allow 
wage earners who had not 
more than $400 in dividends 
or interest in 1974, in ad­ 
dition to wages, to file 1040A. 
Taxpayers who made es­ 
tim ated 
tax 
payments 
during 1974 or who are en­ 
titled to credit excess Social 
Security taxes that were 
withheld from wages by two 
or more employers in 1974 
also will be able to use Form 
1040A for 1974. Tile IRS, if 
the taxpayer wishes, will 
compute the tax on Form 
1040A regardless of the 
amount of income reported 
on the form. 
This will be done for a long 
Form 1040 filer only if his 
adjusted gross income is 
$20,000 or less, he elects the 
standard deduction, he files 
a timely return, and his 
income consists only of 
wages, dividends, interest, 
pensions or annuities. 
However, CCH points out, 
taxpayers should be aware 
that the use of Form 1040A 
can cost them unnecessary 
tax dollars even though they 
are otherwise eligible to use 
it. 
This is because a Form 
1040A user is denied the right 
to itemize his personal 
deductions 
for 
medical 
e x p e n s e s , 
i n t e r e s t , 
charitable contributions and 
the like. 
Nor may he deduct em­ 
ployee business expenses or 
take the sick pay exclusions. 
Also, special tax credits 
are barred on Form 1040A. 
These include the retirement 
income credit, investment 
tax credit, and credit for 
foreign taxes. 
The taxpayer should weigh 
the loss of these items in 
determ ining whether he 
should file Short Form 1040A 
or the regular Form 1040, 
CCH said.
